PIONEER PLAN FOR CONSERVING POTOMAC RIVER AREA 
OF MONTGOMERY COUNTY TO BE DESIGNED BY GW STUDENTS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — A new type of conservation plan for the Potomac 
River area of Montgomery County is being prepared by George Washington University's 
Department of Urban and Regional Planning in association with the Potomac Valley 
League, which represents the area's residents, and with the County Planning Board. 

The one-year project—covering the nine-mile riverfront from the District 
line to Great Falls, and inland to River Road—is designed to promote the conserva¬ 
tion of both man-made and natural features of the area and to prevent adverse 
impacts from over-development and environmental degradation. It will result in a 
"Prototype Conservation Area Plan" and related ordinances, which will be presented 
to the Montgomery County Planning Board and the County Council for action. 

"This is probably the first effort in the nation to apply to a major metro¬ 
politan suburban area a preventive program incorporating the principles of-historic 
preservation, nature conservation, environmental protection and design principles 
which have been used in the past primarily to reverse deteriorated situations," 
according to Dorn C. McGrath Jr., chairman of GW's urban and regional planning 
department. Professor McGrath said the project represents an innovative learning 
experience for the participating students and a university service to the* community 
A 23-member team of graduate students in GW's Advanced Planning Problems 
class will be identifying the significant features of the area, the pressures of

incompatible land uses, the adverse environmental and safety factors, and the 
measures to be recommended to the county government for making such a plan 

effective. The nine-mile stretch includes portions of the C&O Canal Park,

39 historic sites, a variety of residential housing and outdoor recreational 
facilities. 

The GW students will work with the staff of the county planning board 
and with volunteer members of the Potomac Valley League, which is made up of 
25 civic associations and has been active in community planning and zoning 
matters, including the campaign several years ago to have the C&O Canal 
designated as a historic site and recreational area. Financial support for 
the project has been received from the National Endowment for the Arts and the 
Maryland Historical Trust.

"TOURISM AND THE NEXT DECADE" AT GIVU 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Futurist Herman Kalin, in his book T he Next 200 
Years: A Scenario for America in the World , estimates that by the end of 
this century tourism will be one of the largest industries in the world. 

Kahn, director and chairman of the Hudson Institute, will be the keynote 
speaker at the international symposium on "Tourism and the Next Decade" 

March 11-15 at The George Washington University's Marvin Center, 21st and 
H Streets, N.W. 

Over 200 participants from around the world will attend the five- 
day symposium which will offer concurrent sessions on planning, management 
and marketing aspects of tourism in the next decade with speakers and 
panelists from the public and private sectors. 

Kahn, who worked for the Rand Corporation for 12 years before founding 
the Hudson Institute in 1961, concentrates on long-term cultural, economic, 
political and technological trends. He is the author of such books as 
Things to Come , The Next 200 Years , and Can We Win in Vietnam . He directed 
Hudson's work for the Commission on the Year 2000 of the American Academy of 
Arts and Sciences, 
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Barbara Marx Hubbard, one of the first female futurists, will also 
be among the symposium speakers.

the activity represents leisure, uses discretionary funds, and has a middle 
class constituency, according to futurist Herman Kahn at the recent Inter¬ 
national Symposium on Tourism and the Next Decade. Kahn’s remarks were 
made during his keynote address at the five-day symposium in mid-March at The 
George Washington University which attracted nearly 300 participants from 34 
countries. 

"In 20 years, tourism should be the largest industry in the world," 

Kahn predicted. "It is the best means to spread economic benefits that will 
trickle down as income to lower income groups," he added. 

The variety of recommendations that came out of the symposium included: 
travel and tourism professionals must become involved in the political 
process; there is a need for integrated planning and input, clearing houses 
and data banks as well as an improved mechanism for two way communication 
between users, sellers and communities; the creation of a new tourist orga¬ 
nization; increased lobbying efforts; and the need to reassess census models 
and to improve forecasting.

Court professional services center, which will provide legal, medical, and 
social services to residents of an apartment house for the elderly, adjoining 
the university campus. A project of the Episcopal Diocese of Washington, the 
apartment and the first-floor services center (staffed by GW faculty and 
students) will open in May. 

The medical-legal problems of the disabled elderly and new developments 
in Social Security will be discussed on Friday, April 6, by experts in major 
fields of elderly care. The Honorable Marion S. Barry, Mayor of the District 
of Columbia, will be the keynote speaker at the 12:30 p.m. luncheon. 

The conference will close with a roundtable discussion of age dis¬ 
crimination in employment, led by Bayla F. White, director of HEW's Age 
Discrimination Task Force.
